unanimous applause and Lord Robert Cecil declared himself in per. 
fect agreement with the principle set dawn by M. Viviani

Mr. Puyrredon the Argentine delegate to Geneva, arrived in 
London and called on Lord Curzon... Interviewed, Mr. Posrredon 
explained that Argentina was still a member of the League, although 
it had left the Assembly.

Messages show that a surprising festare was the Unexpected 
strength in support of China's election to the Conneil of the League. 
The votes for China far exceeded the total cast for Ramanis, Sweden 
and Czecho Slovakia who also put forward candidates for selection. 
It is believed to bo partly dua to the excellent record of Dr. Wellington 
Roo at.the Assembly, and partly to members accepting the recom- 
mendation of one representative for the Asiatic country.

M. Take 
Jonescu, of Rumania, suggested the formation of an expeditionary 
corps to aid Armenia. He said that Rumania was reatly to co-operate 
in the creation of such a force. On Lord Robert Cevil’s suggestion 
it was decided to refer the proposal to a special Armenian Committee. 

There was considerable discussion in the Assembly in connection 
with the League's finances. Criticism was levelled at the present 
system of levying contribations for maintenance on the basis of 
subscriptions to the Postal Union.

X.-Daring Escapes From 
The Chain-Gangs. 


In a previous chapter an 
account was given of the escape 
of native prisoners fram the 

neb. incidents being “com. 
mon at ona time. partly due 
to the overcrowded state of 
the Prisons, The number of 
prisoners, though certainly late, 
was noi quite so extensive as 
this state of things wonld imply, 
the fact being that with the 
growth of the Colony the origina} 
accommodation had become 
indequate. ” 

It was not only or chiefly 
from the prison buildings, 
however, that esogpes occurred. 
At the ‘period in Question, 
dating back some half a century, 
the convicts were emptoyed upon 
public works, sometimes at 2 
distance from the grol. This 
itel! gave increased oppor- 
tunities for escape, and tha facili- 
ties were increased by the activi. 
ties of confederates, who contrive 
ed to convey files and other 
implements to the convicts. 


A DARING EPISODE, 


An occurrence of a daring char- 
acter took place on December 21, 
1872, when a number of tong. 
sentence convicta were working 
on the Pokfolom Road in charge 
of two Wes: Indian - turnkeys 
named Darrell and Samuels, 
whom they attacked and theo 
made their escape. 

Some seven years previously 
one Lee A Yee attacked sn 
esteemed resident, Dr, Kane, in 
broad doylight. The assault 
occurred-in Caine Road, and the 
doctor was left for dead after 
being robbed. "Lee A Yee was 
apprehended and sentenced to 
tour years’ imprisoament with 
bard labour. : - 

After his release he committed 
another daylicht highway rob 
bery with violence and attea pied 
to throw the police officer who 
arrested him over a precipico. 
This time he was sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment 
with three floggings of thirty 
strokes each. . 

ADDITIONAL FLOGGING FoR 

ASSAULTING WARDER. 


While sarving this sontence 
Lee A Yee, with other convicts, 
made the daring escape previously 
referred to. This confirmed 
offender, who shortly before ied 
received, an additional fogging for 
assaulting a warrer, suddenty 
gave the turnkey Darrell a blow 
from behind with one of the 
working implementa, inflicting a 
serious wound on the head. The 
blow felled to the ground the un- 
fortunate turnkey, who was 
tendered senseless. Bimul- 


“}taneously with this blow three of 


the gang knocked down the 
temaining tornkey; and theo 
made their.way over the bill in 
various directions, A Sikh 
constable on duty in the Pokfolom 

ad gave purssit. Ono of the 
convicts, nothing daunted, turn- 
ed and facedhim. While Falsing 
the rifle he had taken from 
one of the turnkeys . and 
tsking aim at. the constable, he 
missed his footing and fell overs 
precipice, where he was picked 
ap. insensible. Besides befog 
dangerously assaalted,. Darrell 
hed his watch stolen. . 


- NEARLY A MAIDEN ABsIze. 


Lee A Yee and ‘soother of 
the convicts were subsequently 
apprehended. Curiously enough it 
happened that the ensuing 

ions. nearly constituted a 
maiden assize, because there was 
no case for-trial except that of 
the escaped convicts, which had 
to stand over fur the evidence 
of the wounded warder. This 
was sufficient to save the 
expense of buying the Sheriff 
a pair of ‘white gloves, . the: 
traditional emblem. of a maiilen 
assiza. So ended the January.

RAIDED. 


A Canton Incident. 


Running anawepaper in Canton 
ia a dangerous job, according to 
the Cuntor Times, which aays :— 
The Seventy-two Guild Com. 
inercia? Journal, of which Mr. Le 
Siu Ao is the editor, complained 
to the Cantun Press Associa- 
tion yesterday that ‘at nine 
o'clock, JIast Sunday  even- 
ing. December 19. its office 
was invaded by plain clothes 
men who, claiming to be soldiers, 
overturned its printing office, 
doing damage.and eausing in- 
convenience. The paper was un- 
able to appear yesterday, as four 
of its nen wera arrested and de- 
tained at the Police Station 
until ‘early the next morning. 
Three visitors to the office were 
also arrested. : 

It ‘later appeared that some 
soldiers of Chu Chuck-man were 
sant to jovade the Awnk buh 
Pao, but the soldiers were 
iguorantandilliterate, misreading 
the sign of Seventy-two Guilds 
and raiding the wrong place, 
Chu Chuck Man, however, soon 
explained the matter. The Seven-. 
ty-two Guilds Journal did not 
understand why its men were not 
released by the Police as soon as 
the error was realized.” The 
Police forced the wronged men 
and the journal to obtain security 
before releasing the victims 
knowing well that there was no 
wrong on the part of the arrested. 

For a time it looked as if all 
the Canton newspapers would be 
suspended again, this time by 
their own will, as some have 
suggested during a meeting of 
the Press Association that such 
action might be taken asa protest 
against the lawlessness commit- 
ted by the armed forces against 
unarmed and peacefol citizen» 
and legitimate business. | 

Both the Military Government 
and the Provincial Government 
are. .now investigating the 
matter. -
